Local Merchant* Like Cold Weather 
lor Fall Shopping. 


“ It will take more frigid weather 
and possibly a little snow to make 
trade as brisk as it should he at this 
time of the year,” said a Gettysburg 
merchant this 
morning 
While 
to 
many persons mild springlike weather 
during late fall means little, to the 
business houses it amounts to a great 
deal, for when the weather conditions 
are unreasonable business is Just the 
ghost of itself, 
There have been so 
few days of real winter thus far that 
people have not been doing their fall 
and Christmas buying as they would 
under ordinary conditions. 
Fall goods such as heavy wraps and 
underwear have not been moved from 
the stock of the local merchants as 
they should this fall, and this is large­ 
ly attributed to the weather condi- j 
Dons. 
As .strange as it may seem, 
a great many -hoppers do not make 
their purchases until the weather act­ 
ually drive* them to* it.

On this account merchants are hop­ 
ing that rough weather will not set 
in.

William Reed, of 
near Bittinger, 
W’ho was arrested on Monday by Con­ 
stable Charles IU Wilson at his home 
charged w rh abuse and neglect to his 
children, is well known in the courts 
of Adams and York counties. 
Reed, who is about 15 years of ag**, 
has figured in many Liar room fights 
during the past 20 y e a r s , and when 
under the influence of liquor was al­ 
ways considered a “ bud man.” 
Older citizens will recall the tragic 
death of his father, Jacob Reed, who 
lived in a small house nour Hanover. 
The old man came home on a spree 
one night at a late hour, and it is 
supposed he upset

lighted lamp, 
which resulted in the destruction of 
the house, 
Reed 
perishing in 
the 
flames. 
It is said that six other mem­ 
bers of the Reed family met violent 
deaths. 
About IT year* ago. on a Saturday 
night, there was a dance at Park­ 
ville, near Hanover, 
B illy” Reed ar­ 
riving on the scene about IO o’clock 
in a very ugly mood. 
In a *hort while 
he picked a tight with young William 
Parr, and in the fracas on the pike in 
front of the dance hall. Reed drew a 
knife and cut a deep gash in the left 
arm of Farr, which extended from the 
shoulder to the elLmw, 
He was also 
cut on the hack and received a sever**, 
*vound on the scalp.

re*teil and served a year in the York 
county jail for the offense. 
Some years later, it is stated, he 
was in a fight in a Hanover restaur­ 
ant, and after drawing a knife on 
some McSherrystown men. they made 
| ll too warm for him and he fled but 
wa* caught later ami given a com- j 
plete looting.

C H A M B E R SB U R G S T R E E T 


P recaution T hat Is Never Neglected 
Before Meeting of the British 
Parliam ent. 


It is 307 years since tho British 
houses of parliam ent wert; searched 
and the barrels of gunpowder under 
the custody of Guy Faw kes discovered 
a few hours before the opening of the 
fi* ssion. T h at discovery was not due 
to any special acum en on the part of 
the authorities, since it followed upon 
inform ation sent them by letter; but 
there has certainly been no lack of 
vigilance since then, seeing that on no 
occasion for three centuries lias P ar­ 
liament been opened until its cellars 
had been searched. 
The duty of exam ining the vaults 
and Berret passages is assigned to the 
lord cham berlain of the court, but 
generally it Is th e vice-chamberlain 
who conducts the search. 
His assist­ 
ants are the deputy se rg ean tat-arm s 
of the house of commons, the clerk of 
the board of works and an inspector 
of police. 
T here is a lot of ceremony 
pertaining to the proceeding. 
The four officers mentioned are pre­ 
ceded by four yeomen of the guard in 
uniform and fully arm ed Through one 
corridor after another they tram p, 
peering into every dark corner until 
they finally reach the conclusion th a t 
no gunpowder has been stored In the 
cellars and that, therefore, it is quite 
safe for parliam ent to meet. 
When, during th** reign of Jam es I., 
the earliest searches were ordered, th a 
guardsm en carried lanterns 
through 
the dark passages, and now, although 
the corridors and underground pass­ 


ages are thoroughly lighted by el**©* 
tricity, the good old custom is still 
respected by th** guardsm en, who yet 
carry lanterns in their hands 
In the days of the Stuarts it was the 
custom, when the inspection had been 
finished, for the lord cham berlain to 
dispatch a m essage to the king by a 
mounted soldier to the effect th a t it 
would be entirely safe for him to a t­ 
tend the opening session of parlia­ 
ment. 
Nowadays the mounted sol­ 
dier is no longer seen riding post 
haste to the king; but the vice-cham­ 
berlain still sends the traditional mes­ 
sage to his majesty by private wire 
and the king is assured th at there are 
no explosives in the cellars and that 
he will not be exposed to unusual 
risks if he chooses to m eet his lords 
Mid commons. 
The king may not 
have the rem otest notion of opening 
parliam ent, but the m essage is sent 
Just the same, and it is duly received 
aud acknowledged.— H arper’s Weekly.

and caissons, a given point would be 
passed in one minute by about 175 
infantry, HO cavalry 
a t a walk, 
300 
cavalry a t a trot, and five guns or 
caissons. 
Allowing for spacing 
be­ 
tw een 
companies, 
battalions, 
sa d 
regim ents, all of which is according 
to m athem atical rule, it takes a reg!, 
raent of 1,000 men divided into b at­ 
talions Just ten m inutes to pass, or a t 
the rate of 6,000 an hour. 
And this 
supposes no 
breaks 
in 
the 
line. 
T hese rules, it m ust be rem em bered, 
are for trained soldiers used to a 
long step and to keeping up without 
atraggling. 
No civilians 
ever 
h a r t 
kept up this pace.
